It Is claim-
ed that the development of these enter-
prises have been 4 groat source of ex-
 pense to the state, owing to the large
percentage of forelgners that have beon
brought into the state, and.through
whom the percentage of erime has in-
creased, requiring an  Inercased ex-
penditure In the state In thelr Incarcer-
atlon in the prisons. Then, ns there |s
more or less hazard connection with
| these occupations, there is necessarily
an increase in the number of patients
to the wvarious hospitale belonging to
the state. These, and the fact that con-
siderable expense Is necessary in the
survelllance over the various mining
interests by the state, and other feat-
